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Healthy pay hikes are in 
prospect for the more than 5,000 
employes of the Granite City 
Steel Division of National Steel 
Corp., due to a_ three-year 
agreement reached Friday in 
Washington by ten major firms 
and the United Steelworkers of 
America. 

‘The pact ends the prospect of 
a nationwide steel strike until 
1980, since a binding arbitration 
plan already in effect was ex- 
tended for an additional three 
years. 

However, ‘the agreement 
fails to end the possibility of a 
strike on local plant issues Aug. 
a 
Straight-time hourly pay of 
$4.42 is to rise 6.3 per cent, a 28- 
cent raise, effective May 1, the 
day after expiration of’ the 
present wage-price control law. 
An additional 16-cent raise is 
scheduled Aug. 1, 1975, and still 
another 16 cents on Aug. 1, 1976. 

Actual average hourly ear- 
nings in basic steel currently 
are $5.80. 

Unlimited pay is provided to 
make up any increase in living 
costs during the next three 
years, 

The revised cost-of-living 
formula calls for a one-cent 
hourly pay hike for each .35 
point rise in the Consumer Price 
Index, instead of the previous 
stipulation of a .4 point in- 
crease. 

Also in the agreement are an 
added 7.2 cents per hour in job 
differential pay, a tenth paid 
holiday and’ major im- 
provements in pensions, health 
and life insurance benefits. 

Union and managemant 
spokesmen estimated the total 
increase in the package at $3.25 
hourly for each worker. 

Affected are 352,000 at the ten 
key firms, including National 
Steel. Another 134,000 United 
Steelworkers members at steel 
firms not represented at the 
bargaining table are likely to be 
affected by the pattern. 

I. W. Abel, Steelworkers 
president, said the new pact 
“won't be inflationary” and 
commented that it makes up for

the “‘suffering we did on the cost 
of living’’ in past years. 

Under the Experimental 
Negotiating Agreement (ENA), 
the settlement was reached 
ahead of today’s self-imposed 
deadline. 

The two parties had set today 
asa target date a year ago, also 
pledging to send any unresolved 
issues to arbitration beginning 
April 20. 

Abel continued, “We truly 
found a better way to solve our 
labor-management problems.” 

R. Heath Larry, vice- 
chairman of the U. S. Steel 
Corp. and the industry's chief 
negotiator, said the firms paid a 
heavy price that will result. in 
higher steel prices. ‘It's not a 
cheap one. It’s an expensive 
one,” he remarked. 

Abel said the new contract 
was ratified overwhelmingly by 
the union’s committee of more 
than 600 local-level officials 
Friday after an all-night 
bargaining session Thursday 
night between USW and in- 
dustry negotiators. 

No further ratification is 
required following the action by 
the Basic Steel Industry Con- 
ference representing 800 locals. 

In‘the three-year no-strike 
agreement reached a year ago, 
steelworkers were guaranteed

at least a three per cent a year 
wage boost and also a $150 one- 
time bonus for each worker. 
The ENA now has been ex- 
tended through the next round 
of contract talks ip 1977. 

ENA is an effort to avoid the 
“boom-bust"’ cycle in which 
customers stockpiled steel in 
anticipation of a nationwide 
strike. Even when there were 
peaceful settlemets, many were 
laid off as customers reduced 
orders and utilized their steel 
inventories. 

The new contract is described 
as similar to but better than 
Steelworkers agreements 
negotiated earlier this year with 
alumunum and can producers. 

Steel employes won cost-of- 
living protection for pensions, 
the first time this has been 
authorized; instead of the 
escalator formula in aluminum 
and container contracts, they 
will receive a flat five per.cent 
increase in retirement benefits 
in August 1976. 

The pact permits full 
retirement at age 62 instead of 
65, and increases benefits for a 
30-year employe from $265 
monthly to $352,50. 

Also provided are a big boost 
in supplemental unemployment. 
benefits, a company-paid dental 
plan and increases in shift pay. 

Under the present contract, 
supplemental benefits 
amounted to $82.50 a week, 
including the amount received 
in state unemployment com- 
pensation. The new pact totals 
$100 weekly plus state jobless 
E ia state benefits are 
exhaust the supplemental 
plan will pay $135 weekly for an 
unlimited period. 

Steelworkers will receive

Whitsell said revenue sharing 
receipts in 1973-74 totaled 
$111,819, including $2,679. in- 
terest. 

Expenditures amounted to 
$62,621, leaving $49,197 
available. 

A breakdown of the shared 
revenue spending shows $33,070 
for environmental clean-up 
activities, $20,000 for a State 
Park Place bridge, $3,548 for 
building improvements, $5,000 
loaned to general assistance 
and $1,002 spent in the 1974-75 
year. 

Projected income 
federal revenue sharing 
allocations for fiscal 1974-75 
consists of the return of the 
$5,000 general assistance fund 
loan, $17,583 to be received 
between March 1 and June 30, 
$36,044 expected between July 1, 
1974,-and Feb. 28, 1975 and $2,000 
estimated interest. 

This revenue together with 
the $49,197 balance amounts to 
$109,824, Whitsell said. 

Of the latter figure, budget 
proposals devote $35,000 to

“A. Township, 
month. 

“B. Highway department,

“D. Rent from hall. 

“There will be no tax levy 
since general assistance would 
receive state funds. 

“The highway department is 
already paying this amount and 
the township is paying rent for 
the assessor and collector and 
normal repairs that run more 
than this amount. 

“The revenue sharing funds 
area sure thing until 1977. After 
that, they may or may not 
continue. 

“Township government will 
continue for some time, but if it 
was abolished, this building 
would still exist for the tax- 
payers to be operated by 
whatever government entity 
that would replace township 
government. 

“Townships are limited for 
what purposes revenue sharing 
funds can be used; however, the 
federal government has made it 
perfectly clear that the money 
must be spent or it will not be 
given to us. 

“Saving the money is not 
allowed. If we don't use it, they 
assume we don’t need it and it is 
allocated to someone else. 

“The whole concept was to 
circulate money to’ generate 
employment, while providing 
local governments with an 
opportunity to do things they 
normally could not afford, for a 
period of five years. 

“If this system works, it will 
continue. 

“Expending revenue sharing 
money for annual services is 
acceptable but permanent 
facilities and programs have 
been encouraged. 

“It will be a sorry day if the 
revenue sharing runs out and 
Nameoki Township has nothing 
to show for the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars given to us.

Expand fleet 
of coal cars 


Because of the continuing 


. demand for coal both in the 


generation of electricity and in 
the manufacture of steel, the 
Norfolk and Western Railway 
Co. will begin late this year the 
construction of 2,000 hopper 
cars with the greatest capacity 
ever designed for its regular 
service. 

Robert B. Claytor, executive 
vice president, told the Press- 
Record Friday the cars will be 
manufactured in the company’s 
Roanoke, Va., shops at a cost of 
$35.6 million, or $17,800 apiece. 

The first of the hoppers is 
scheduled to’roll off the 
assembly line in early 
December. Present plans call 
for the hoppers to be turned out 
at the rate of five per day. 

The cars to be built will have 
150 cubic feet additional 
capacity over the most recently 
constructed hoppers now in 
service. The newer models will 
average 100 tons of coal in each 
car, a five-ton increase. A 
prototype of the newly designed 
model is under construction and 
is scheduled to be completed 
about the middle of June. 

At the same time Claytor 
disclosed that the company's 


board has authorized purchase 
of 300 one hundred-ton coil steel 
flat cars at a cost of $7:9 million 
and 100 one hundred-ton general 
service flat cars which have a 
price tag of $2.1 million. 

While both categories have 
been ordered from outside 
manufacturers already, 
deliveries are not scheduled to 
begin until January of next 
year. 

“The commitment to build 
2,000 coal hoppers shows our 
confidence in the future of coal 
both in the metallurgical and 
power-generating categories,” 
Claytor said. “Our projections 
were made only after an 
exhaustive canvass of cdal 
operators we serve and other 
authoritative sources.” 

‘An order for 1,000 covered 
hoppers will be completed in 
June in the Roanoke shops. 
After that, 500 gondolas will be 
manufactured before works 
begins on the open-top hoppers. 
The latter will be finished in 
August 1976 unless the 
production pace is speeded up.

persons dead, thousands 
injured and. destroying or 
damaging an incalculable 
number of homes, farms and 
business structures. 

A massive relief effort by the 
Red Cross and other voluntary 
and religious agencies stiil 
continues to aid the injured and 
homeless. 

Thousands of Red Cross 
volunteers’ and disaster 


specialists have opened storm, 


shelters in schools, armories 
and other public buildings to 
house the homeless. Food was 
provided in most. of these safe 
havens and from mobile Red 
ross disaster vans in the 
damaged areas. 

Other Red Cross disaster 
workers and equipment were 
rushed into the disaster areas 
from around the country and 
Red Cross blood centers sent 
emergency supplies of blood for 
the injured by plane to hospitals 
in the stricken communities. 

David Fox, chairman of the 
Tri-City American Red Cross 
Chapter, said emergency 
funds are needed by the 
American Red Cross. 

Although the local chapter is 
not planning to conduct a fund- 
raising drive, Fox said that 
contributions will be accepted 
at the Tri-City Chapter office, 
1411 Twenty-first St., and for- 
warded to the national Red 
Cross organization. 

Many instances where Red 
Cross ‘help became the vital 
difference between hopeless- 
ness and recovery were cited by 
Fox. 

In Xenia, Ohio, where one- 
half the city suffered. severe 
damage or destruction, the Red 
Cross is operating six shelters, 
aiding about 2,400 victims in- 
cluding some 1,500 persons 
housed at Central State Univer- 
sity, which itself was heavily 
damaged. 

Nearly 100 
volunteers and staff are 
assisting with relief; mobile 
disaster canteens are working 
throughout the affected area.

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Squeegees speed window washing. 


Washing windows can be a 
laborious, distasteful task. But 
using a window squeegee when 
performing this job can save 
time and give better results. 

For best results, use a sponge 
and chamois with a window 
Squeegee. If ‘you don’t have a 
chamois, you can use two. 
sponges or a sponge and a piece 
of turkish towel. 

Prepare the washing solution 
by mixing one tablespoon of 
ammonia or water softener with 
a gallon'of warm or cold water. 
Don’t use soap or any other 
cleaning agent that forms suds 
or foam. 

If you're using a chamois and 
sponge, wet the glass with the 
sponge dipped in the solution, 
and wipe the squeegee blade 
with the chamois rinsed in cold 
water. If using a sponge and 
turkish towel, use the towel 
dipped‘in the solution to wet the 
glass, and wipe the blade with 
the sponge rinsed in water. 

Use only enough solution to 
keep the glass wet so that you 
can squeegee it before it starts 


todry. Scrub the glass well with 
the wet sponge. Then wipe the 
portion of the window just inside 
the frame to remove. any dirt 
that you may have. pushed 
against the frame’ while 
scrubbing the glass. Make sure 
the dirt is free from the glass 
before you use the squeegee. 

Tilt the squeegee at an angle 
so that approximately two in- 
ches of rubber touch the glass. 
Starting at the top corner of the 
window, ‘draw the squeegee 
horizontally along the top edge 
across the glass. Wipe the 
squeegee blade with the 
chamois or sponge. : 

Next, starting on the dry 
surface close to the frame, raw 
the squeegee down vertically to 
about three inches from the 
bottom of the glass. Repeat this 
stroke until you have squeegeed 
all the glass. You should 
overlap each stroke and wipe 
the blade after each stroke. Also 
remember not to put too much 
pressure on the squeegee. 

To finish the strip along the 
bottom of the glass, soak up the

Doctors plan system 
to review health care 


A_ $250,000 fund to build a 
medical. review program in 
Illinois “‘superior to the federal 
government’s. system” was 
al it week as the 
Illinois State Medical Society 
ended its four-day annual 
meeting in Chicago. 

The ISMS House of Delegates 
voted to assess each of its 10,000 
dues-paying members $25 to 
finance creation of the program 
and to educate physicians, the 
public and lawmakers about 
“the problems and dangers 
posed by Professional Stan- 
dards Review Organizations 
(PSRO) now being im- 
plemented by the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare.” 

PSRO, enacted into law in 
1972 as part of new Social 
Security legislation, calls for 
monitoring of health care 
received by Medicare and 
Medicaid patients. 

ISMS has opposed PSRO 
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‘because the ill-conceived 
program is a threat to quality of 
medical care, and to the 
traditional effectiveness and 
confidentiality of the doctor- 
patient relationship.” 

Dr. Fredric D. Lake, Evan- 
ston, was inaugurated as 
president of the State Medical 
Society during the annual 
meeting. : 

He succeeds Dr. Willard C. 

Scrivner, Belleville, as head of 
the 11,000-member society. 
_ Dr. Lake, a radiologist, has 
served as a member of the ISMS 
Board of Trustees for four 
years. He is a’ former medical 
staff president at Columbus 
Hospital in Chicago, and is 
director of the radiology 
department there. 

Last February, delegates 
directed the state medical 
society to develop a medical 
review program superior to 
PSRO, which would be 
supervised at the state level by 
@ consortium of physicians, 
osteopaths and representatives 
of other sectors of health care. 

“One of the most serious 
threats to medical care to be 
found in PSRO is the fact that it 
will be dominated by Wash- 
ington bureaucrats,” said Dr. 
Joseph L. Bordenave, Geneva, 
new ISMS board chairman. 

“Criteria and norms for 
treatment and hospitalization 
will be handed down from 
Washington, with no regard or 
consideration for local needs.” 

Under the ISMS plan, review 
functions would be carried out 
at the community level, by local 
doctors. 

The group will provide funds 
for implementing the state-level 
system, which is based on ex- 
panding and adapting the 
Hospital Admission and Sur- 
veillance Program (HASP) 
operated by the Illinois Founda- 
tion for Medical Care (the socio- 
economic arm of ISMS) and 
most other medical societies 
throughout the:country at- 
tempted to “go along with the 
plan." 

Physicians were given the 
option of developing PSROs in 
areas designated by HEW, Dr. 
Bordenave said, and if such 
programs are not in operation 
by 1976, HEW can name 
organizations such as medical 
schools and health departments 
to perform review functions. 


“ISMS. and .other state 
medical societies tried to 
comply with HEW’s arbitrary 
and capricious regylations,”’ he 
said, “but it soon became /jclear 
that in order to protect the 
quality of “medical care in 
Illinois we would’ have to for- 
mulate our own program.” 

ISMS “tossed in’ the towel” 
after HEW ignored the state 
society's request for 
designation of Illinois as a 
single PSRO, and instead cut 
the state into eight PSRO areas 
with no regard for geographic, 
population or other considera- 
tions, the board chairman 
contended. ~ 

A few regional medical 
foundations in the state which 
have applied for PSRO 
desgnations are expected to 
now withdraw those applica- 
tions, Dr. Bordenave said. 

The state group considered 
resolution supporting “an ef- 
fective medical disciplinary 
system in Illinois,” which would 
identify and punish physicians 
who practice unethically or 
illegally, and also would aid 
those whose effective practice 
of medicine is affected by 
illness or other problems. 

Proposed legislation sup- 
porting the resolution has been 
drawn up. The bill would create 
a’ State Medical Disciplinary 
Board, composéd of medical 
and public members, em- 
powered to investigate com- 
plaints and suspend or revoke 
physicians’ licenses or take 
other punitive action if 
wrongdoing is proven 

A resolution requests the 
General Assembly to direct the 
Legislative Advisory Com- 
mission on Public Aid to in- 
vestigate IDPA reimbursement 
procedures for medical ser- 
vices. 

Delays in payments to 
physicians for treatment of 
public aid patients have been a 
long time problem, Dr. Bor- 
denave said, and ISMS_ hopes 
that investigation will uncover 
ways to improve the payment 
system and thus influence more 
physicians to participate in 
IDPA programs. 

Another resolution en- 
courages insurance companies 
to include in health insurance 
policies coverage for 
alcoholism, similar to coverage 
for other illnesses. urges 
hospitals to accept alcoholic 
patients for detoxification and 
rehibilitation, on the same basis 
as other patients.

Preservation of the past sought | 


Legalized international trade 
in archeolegical objects and 
more interest in local neigh- 
borhoods are advocated by 
Nicholas Joost, a professor of 
English at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, as 
ways to mesh primitivism and 
technology. . 

Joost spoke at the seventh 
session of. the University 
Seminar at Edwardsville. The 
seminar is studying the question 
of shaping the environment. 
Joost’s subject | was 
‘‘Primitivism versus 
Technology.”’ 

“The international com- 
munity should change its at- 
titudes toward priorities and 
legalities in the realm of 
ownership of that past common 
to all men,” Joost contended. 
He supports a legal trade in 
archeological objects and a 
uniform antiquities law for all 
nations belonging to the United 
Nations Educational Scientific 
and Cultural Organization. 

Joost said the U. S. State 
Department favors such a 
proposal, first made in 1970 by 
Froelich Rainey, director of the 
museum at the University of 
Pennsylvania, but that ‘in the 
present climate of diplomacy, 
the destruction, looting and 
disappearance of the ‘tangible 
evidence of man’s past will 
continue.”” 

“Just as our own federal 
government now legalizes the 
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declaration of certain neigh- 
borhoods and even entire towns 
as national landmarks, to be 
preserved as national ‘cultural 
property,’ so should UNESCO 
be empowered to engage in 
similar action on an in- 
ternational scale,” Joost said 

Joost cited the work of Mabel 
Dodge Sterne, ‘‘den mother’ of 
avant-garde artists and writers 
of the 1914-1920 era. She left 
New York, where she had in- 
tertained what he termed the 
“revolutionary bohemians of 
Greenwich Village,” and went 
to Taos, N. M,, to study ancient 
Indian ritual life. There she 
worked with Antonio Luhan, 


“chief of the Taos Indian pueblo. 


By 1920, Joost said, artists 
and writers from Greenwich 
Village had founded an 
established colony among the 
primitives in New Mexico. - 

After World War 1, Joost said, 
younger men and women turned 
from tradition because it had 
failed to ensure peace among 
nations and freedom for art. 
The rebels of what he termed 
the ‘New Movement” were 
receptive to the ‘directness, 
the integrity, the freshness of 
the primitive to replace the 
staleness of the academic 
tradition of the Renaissance.”” 

Joost said three major 


struggles in the last 100 years 
changed American life beyond 
recognition. 

These were industrial’ ex- 
pansion in the Midwest and 
Northeast, westward expansion 
to the Pacific, and the effort to 
assimilate three million slaves 
into the mainstream of 
American culture, 

He cited works of T. S. Eliot 
and D, H. Lawrence as among 
those who sought to come to 
terms between primitivism and 
technology through their 
writings. “Those who reject the 
‘waste land’ (of the past) must, 


all the same, come to terms 
with this elemental force if they 
would search for redemptive 
and sustaining order,” Joost 
commented. 

Joost said,“It is no good 
trying to pretend that we can all 
be primitives together. 

“At the same time I can and 
must say that if our culture is to 
‘survive, we also must close our 
circle...to (solve) the dilemma 
of technology without soul, the 
dilemma of the disoriented 
product of modern technology 
who riots, and to no effect ex- 
cept his own destruction and 
that of others.”

Comptroller reveals 
his political funds 


Comptroller George w. 
Lindberg on Thursday night 
disclosed his 1973 political 
contributors and detailed how 
the.money was spent. 

ane voluntary political fun- 

ding disclosures began in 1972 
during his successful campaign 
for state comptroller 

Speaking at Pe@ria he said, 
“There has been more than 
ample demonstration of the 
need for campaign fund 
disclosures. It is simply what 
the public demands. 

“The Illinois’ General 
Assembly has not reacted to the 
need for political disclosure 
and I cannot predict when that 
might happen. There are bills in 
the hopper now that would do 
the job, but similar efforts in 
thepast have been nit-picked to 
death. 

“Meanwhile, secret political 
campaign contributions will 
continue to influence and, in 
some cases, to dictate the ac- 
tions of public officials. 

“The nauseating secrecy of 
political funding needs to end, if 
people are going to regain 
confidence in their elected 
officials. 

“The tales of influence 
peddling and big money 
Political wheeling and dealing 
are carried by our media 
almost daily. 

“I believe more firmly than 
ever that voters must be 
allowed to judge their public 
officials on their total records. 
Political campaign funds need 
to be a part of those records—a 
public part of them. 

“One of the arguments often 
made against disclosure of 
political contributions is that 


the money will dry up if you tell 
where it comes from. This is not 
true,” Lindberg said. 

“The disclosures I have made 
so far have not hurt my ability 
to raise money to pay the 
political costs of public office. 
Nor do I anticipate that they 
will. 

“If you run for public office, 
do it where the public can watch 
and judge, with all the facts in 
plain view.” 

His campaign fund ac- 
counting showed 600 con- 
tributions during 1973 from a 
July 15, 1973, fund-raising event 
at Ravinia Park. The total was 
$30,267 and it was the sole 
source of his 1973 political 
funds. 

Contributions ranged from 
$2.50 to $1,000, with the average 
being $50 the cost of two tickets. 
The original Benny Goodman 
quartet was the featured at- 
traction. a 

Lindberg’s political spending 
during the year totaled $26,130 
leaving $5,932 in his political 
fund. The balance includes 
$1,795 on hand to begin 1974. 

Expenditures during the year 
included $10,421 to meet 
expenses of the fund-raiser; 
$11,922 to pay remaining bills 
from the 1972 statewide cam- 
paign; $1,694 to meet expenses 
of Lindberg’s January 1973 
inauguration; $531 in con- 
tributions, and $1,560 in 
miscellaneous expenses, such 
as travel and mailings. 

The list of contributors and 
the expense ledger will be 
available for public 
examination at the comp- 
troller’s Springfield and 
Chicago offices, he said.

New safety requirements 
for school buses issued 


” A revised set of standards for 
school buses, aimed at making 
the vehicles stronger and safer, 
has been issued by the state 
education office. 

The new safety manual, 
“Tlinois School Bus Tran- 
sportation,”’ is a complete 
revision of the last set of 
Standards printed in 1963. 

The manual sets 
specifications that will have to 
be met by new vehicles pur- 
chased by school districts and 
contractors after Sept. 1, 1974,. 
and also includes some 
provisions for upgrading 
vehicles now in use. 

An example of the latter is the 
requirement of a ‘‘cross-over’’ 
mirror system to afford the bus 
driver a view of previously 
blind spots, allowing him or her 
to see children as they walk in 
front of the bus. 

Other specifications call for 
‘stronger bodies on buses and 
other vehicles used as school 
buses.

16 or fewer passengers, have in 
the past often been used without 
any extra reinforcemént of the 
body. The new standards call 
for stronger construction of 
sides and roof of the vehicle, 
and split-sash windows. This 
will make the vans as strong as 
the larger vehicles. 

Greater reinforcement of the 
bodies of full-size buses will be 
required, as well as stronger 
‘Joining of parts. Juncture points 
will have to be at least 60-per 
cent as strong as the rest of the 


body. 

Fully padded seats with 
higher backs will be required, 
lessening the possibility of 
disfiguring facial and other 
injuries in a collision or sudden 
stop. 

Stanchions and guard rails 
also will be. padded. 

Unnecessary projections 
and sharp edges inside the bus 
will be eliminated and the 
remaining projections will have 
to be padded. 

Special requirements for 
equipping vehicles used to 
transport handicapped children 
have been re-written and the 
Tegulations governing these 
vehicles clarified. 

The Office of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 
will require school districts to 
fill out and keep on file a 
detailed check-sheet in the 
course of their own monthly 
safety inspections of vehicles to 
ensure the standards are being 
maintained. 

The sheets will be checked by 
OSPI personnel during regular 
inspection visits. 

Two inspections by the state 
Department of Transportation 
also are required during each 
school year for- all vehicles. 

“When you talk about school 
bus safety, you're talking about 
the safety of nearly a million 
Illinois students,"’ said State 
Supt. Michael J. Bakalis. 

“Though statistically the 
number of children injured or 
killed in school bus accidents in 
this state is not large, even a 
single death or injury is cause 
for concern. 

“Requiring the buses to be 
safer is one approach to the 
problem. In another approach, 
the transportation section of my 
office is now in the process of 
revising requirements for 
school bus drivers. 

“However, transporting these 
children safely is a goal that 
cannot be achieved by my office 
alone,"’ Bakalis continued 
“Vehicle manufacturers, bus 
drivers, other drivers on the 
road, parents, teachers, and the

children themselves have 
responsibility in the matter. 

“With the cooperation of all 
these parties, Illinois children 
can be safely transported to and 
from school. This goal should 
have a high priority for 
everyone concerned. I am 
confident the new safety 
standards will prove to be 
major step in this direction,” he 
said. 

The manual is the product of 
two years’ work with the help of 
the Illinois School Bus Tran- 
sportation Advisory Com- 
mittee, which includes bus 
contractors, school tran- 
sportation administrators, and 
a representative from the state 
Department of Transportation, 
as well as OSPI personnel. 
Input also was sought and 
received from the U.S. 
Department of Transportation.

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Sales by A. O. Smith 
down but recovering 


First-quarter 1974 sales and 
earnings of A. O. Smith Corp. 
fell below last year’s .record 
breaking levels, L. B. Smith, 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, reported Thursday. 

Smith, said sales in the first 

__quarter of 1974 were $135 
million, compared with $156 
million last year. 

Profits were $600,000, or 12 
cents per share, compared with 
$4,534,000, or 92 cents per share 
a year ago. 

Smith said a combination of 
the energy crisis and price 
controls caused the sales and 
profit decline in the first 
quarter. The abrupt reduction 
in orders for the company’s 
automobile frames was the 


major problem : 
“For the first time 


in many years our 
Automotive Division operated 
at a loss in the first quarter. It 
was caused by the biggest 
dislocation in the automotive 
industry since World War 
II,”Smith said. 

A, O. Smith, which is’ the 


world’s largest manufacturer of 
automobile and truck frames, 
was hurt when the public turned 
away from the larger size cars 
during the height of the un- 
certainty about gasoline sup- 
plies. 

Passenger car frame volume 
declined by more than 50 per 
cent compared to the first 
quarter of 1973. 

Results will improve in the 
Automotive Division, he said, as 
cost reduction programs 
become effective. 

Smith also pointed out that 
the company recently called 
back over 1,000 frame workers 
because of increased demand 
for frames for larger size cars. 

Other products within the 
Automotive Division, notably 
truck frames and control arms, 
held almost level with a year 
ago, Smith said. 

Sales of the company’s other 
major product lines, such as 
elevators, water heaters, 
electric motors and Harvestore 
systems, were generally ahead 
of a year ago. However, price 


controls caused profit margins 
to fall below 1973 levels. 

‘The controls program forced 
A. O. Smith to absorb in- 
creasing raw material and 
labor costs while awaiting 
federal government approval to 
irlerease prices, Smith said. 

At the Meter Systems 
Division, both sales and profits 
were down because of a two- 
week strike during the quarter, 
Smith said. He noted, however, 
that the division, which makes 
petroleum measuring equip- 
ment, has a record backlog 
currently on hand. 

A. O. Smith, with its sub- 
sidiaries, is a widely diversified 
manufacturer of electric 
motors, meter systems, auto 
and truck frames, agricultural 
feed strage and handling 
systems, water heating 
equipment, elevators and other 
products. 

The board of directors of A. O. 
Smith Corp. declared a regular 
quarterly dividend Thursday of 
19.4 cents per share of common 
stock, payable May 15, to 
shareholders of record April 30. 


City seeks ground water solution 


The first step in a three-phase 

program to solve Granite City’s 
problem of repeated sewer 
breaks in the Nameoki area was 
authorized by the City Council 
in a special meeting held last 
week. 
Ten aldermen attending the 
special session authorized 
Mayor Paul Schuler to engage 
the services of Dr. Robert 
Koepke, assistant professor of 
geology at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, to 
initiate a survey of ground 
water problems which are 
believed primarily responsible 
for the city’s 28 sewer breaks 
during the past year. 

The action followed a 
recommendation by Dr. Koepke 
that the city first must establish 
the cause of the high water table 
and the steps that may alleviate 
the problem. An understanding 
of the ground water conditions 
is the first step toward 
developing an answer to the 
problem, Dr. Koepke said. 

He noted that the Illinois 
Water Survey based at 
Champaign-Urbana_ has 
maintained records over the 
years which would contribute 
greatly to a study of ground 
water conditions in the Quad- 
City area, and urged the council 
to request a complete study by 
the Illinois Water Survey. 

The council authorized Dr. 
Koepke to proceed with 
arrangement for such a survey. 
Dr. Koepke said the survey 
would require several months. 


Point two of the program 
recommended by Dr. Koepke 
would require the development 
of engineering plans to fit the 
situation revealed by results of 
the ground water study. 

“We have been looking at the 
problems in a flood plains area 
for many years now, and we are 
not able to pick off the shelf 
plans for properly building 
sewers in flood plains areas. 
These have to be developed 
especially by engineers who are 
knowledgeable of the 
problems,” Dr. Koepke said. 

He noted that “Baton Rouge 
and New Orleans, La.,.are two 
locations where sewers and 
drainage systems are built on a 
flood plain . . . It would be well 
for engineers confronted with 
ground water problems to seek 
some of their answers there.” 

Once the data concerning 
ground water conditions and 
proper engineering methods are 
determined,Dr. Koepke said, 
the city should move into phase 
three of its program—the 
development of a systematic 
solution. “This phase would 
cover specific solutions to the 
problem . . . not what the 
problems are, but what the 
solutions are.” 

Alderman Gerald Parmley 
said the problem of financing 
any solution is one of the 
dilemmas confronting the city. 

“I don't know if the answer is 
setting up a metropolitan sewer 
district or what,” Parmley said, 
adding that “no city ‘street

Mayor Schuler said that he 
has talked with Granite City 
Steel and the East St. Louis & 
Interurban Water Co. about the 
possibility of deep wells solving 
at least part of the ground water 
problems, but that no definite 
decisions were reached. 

In action related to the city’s 
sewer problems, the council 
Tuesday night approved a 
motion by Parmley that City 
Treasurer Paul Rutledge be 
instructed to transfer $150,000 
from the city’s judgment and 
interest account, a separate tax 
levy fund, to the general fund 
for payment of operating ex- 
penses. 

Since Rutledge has refused to 
make such transfers because of 
what he says are legal 
restrictions on separate levy 
funds, the action clears the way 
for a friendly circuit court suit 
in which the city hopes to obtain 
a court order that would permit 
such transfers. 

The city's operating accounts 
are near a bankrupt status with 
at least three months remaining 
before tax collections will 
produce any sizeable revenue. 
Some aldermen have suggested 
“borrowing” from surpluses in 
other accounts that are 
established by separate tax 
levies. Rutledge contends it is 
illegal to do so.

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Springfield bureau —Tax-financed politics in state should be stopped 


The 1972 Illinois primary ‘elec- 
tion campaign is now history, but 
it has left behind some disturbing 
features that should be investi- 
gated and corrected before No- 
vember. 

There were numerous reports of 
somre high-level state administra- 
tors as well as lesser employes 
campaigning for candidates 
backed by Gov. Daniel Walker — 
and doing much of it at times 
when they were being paid to 
work for the state. 

The most controversial and 
most publicized primary cam- 
paigner, perhaps, was State Agri- 
culture Director Robert J. (Pud) 
Williams, who converted several 
Southern Illinois farm meetings 
on the energy crisis into cam- 
paign rallies for Walker’s son-in- 
law David H. Vaught of Carmi, a 
candidate for a Democratic nomi- 
nation to the House in the 59th 
District. ‘ 

Some other highly paid state ex- 
ecutives identified as active in the 
Walker primary effort included 
James A. Puccio, a $1,408-a- 
month administrative assistant in 
the Department of Mental Health; 
Donald P. Kirchenberg, a $1,109- 
a-month administrative assistant 
in the Department of Finance, 
and Peter Romano, an $870-a- 
month technical adviser in the 
Department of Transportation. 


Then there is Steven Schwab, - 


although no longer on the state 
payroll, but who has received 
some $40,000 in legal fees from the 
state during the past year. 
Schwab is state chairman of the 
Committee on Illinois, a group 
formed under Walker auspices 
with the avowed purpose of de- 
feating candidates linked to the 
organization of Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley. 

Not to be overlooked is Walker's 
No. 1 assistant, deputy to the gov- 
ernor Victor de Grazia, who spent 
considerable time during the pri- 
mary months away from his 
Springfield office and on various 
campaign trails virtually from 
Chicago to Cairo, 

De Grazia’s antics bordered on 
the ludicrous, when he ducked 
into stores and tried in various 
ways to dodge pursuing reporters 


while campaigning for Walker fa- 
vorites in Southern Mlinois. 

Any governor has a right to sup- 

port candidates whom he chooses 
in any election. But there should 
be a true separation of govern- 
ment and political duties. 
It is unfortunate that Walker, 
who has attempted to portray 
himseif as the foe of traditional 
machine politics as played by 
Daley, should be extending the 
mayor’s questionable practices 
statewide. This is especially so at 
a time when efforts by civic 
groups, law enforcement agencies 
and the press have brought about 
a measurable decline in the old 
Chicago practice of using tax-paid 
employes for political work. 

It is also significant that the po- 
litical muscle exercised by Walk- 
er was not aimed solely at defeat- 
ing Daley candidates. Actually, 
the governor had quietly endorsed 
for re-election 23 Cook County leg- 
islators regarded as loyal to the 
Daley organization. 

Thus the taxpayers find them- 
selves not only supporting in some 
degree allies of the governor, but 
also the political rival with whom 
he has had public confrontations 
and whom he has attacked as the 
advocate of the ‘‘old politics.” 

It is time something was done at 
the legislative level to bring an 
end to the questionable practices 
of both Daley and Walker of using 
tax-paid employes for political 
purposes. : 

Rep. Gerald Shea of Chicago, 
assistant Democratic House lead- 
er and a target of the Walker 
forces, in the primary, said he 
plans to ask the Illinois Legisla- 
tive Investigating Commission to 
look into the reports of state em- 
Ployes campaigning on state time. 

This ig an excellent proposal. 
Since it comes from a Democratic 
Party legislative leader, Republi- 
cans can’t be accused of a politi- 
cal ploy simply because they have 
the majority in the legislature. 

Shea and others have-raised a 
proper objection. The Legislative 
Investigating Commission should 
take up the matter as soon as pos- 
sible and find out the facts before 
the fall campaign moves into its 
final stage. 


Springfield bureau— State fair still Struggling to attract visitors 


Pulling the Illinois State Fair 
out of the red has been a challenge 
which has defied a succession of 
state administrations since World 
War II. 

The best record made by any 
administration was that of Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie, which man- 
aged to halt the trend of rising 
deficits which had reached close 
to $2 million, and trim it back to 
about $1 million. 

However, the Ogilvie hold-the- 
line on spending, followed in large 
measure by his successor, Gov. 
Daniel Walker, in his first year of 
office, was accompanied by some 
steep dips in attendance. 

An audit by the Chicago ac- 
counting firm of Coopers & Ly- 
brand for the Illinois auditor gen- 
eral’s office, found that gate ad- 
missions for the 1973 fair were 15.3 
per cent below 1972 levels, reduc- 
ing revenues by $103,000. It said 
this resulted in an increase of 
$61,000 in the overall deficiency. 

The firm stated in summary: 
“Thus, the long range objective of 
operating the fair on a no-loss ba- 
sis is not being achieved.” 

Once again Illinois is back 
again to the old problem: how to 
get more people to come to the 
fair. The audit suggests four ques- 
tions: - 

1. Is the free entertainment ap- 
propriate to attract the most peo- 
ple? 

2. Is the time of the year the fair 


is held the best time? 

3. Are appropriate refresh- 
ments available? Apparently they 
mean should beer be brought 
back? . 

4. Are the various admission 
and parking tickets priced appro- 
priately? 


Paul H. King, newly appointed 
State Fair manager, says these 
are proper questions and are be- 
ing studied in planning for the 1974 
fair. 

The free admission to the 
grandstand policy was initiated 
by his predecessor, Robert Park, 
and is certainly due for a review. 
There have been complaints 
about crowding and unfair hold- 
ing of seats. These incidents may 
discourage from attending the 
fair, persons who would be willing 
to pay for a ticket to the grand- 
stand if assured a seat in the tra- 
ditional manner. 

If the fair is a worthwhile insti- 
tution and. one that should be con- 
tinued, it obviously must attract 
visitors. In a year of a tight 
squeeze on the state budget the 
legislature -will be in no mood to 
spend tax money to boost attend- 
ance. 

The suggestions in the audit, 
which do not involve increased 
state spending, merit careful con- 
sideration by the new fair manag- 
er, the State Agriculture Depart- 
ment, Gov. Daniel Walker and the 
legislature.

Percy—Man's home 
must be his ‘castle’

Sen. Charles H. Percy has 
rejected defense allegations in 
the Alton drug trial that he was 
politically motivated to hold a 
one-sided Senate subcommittee 
hearing in Chicago 

The controversy between the 
Illinois Republican senator and 
defense attorneys erupted after 
a federal jury in Alton found 10 
law enforcement officers in- 


nocent of civil rights violations’ 


in six drug raids in the Collin- 
sville area. 

Norman London and David P. 
Schippers, the defense lawyers, 
after the verdict was returned 
April 2 attacked Percy, 
denouncing him, the Justice 
Department and the Federal 
Narcotics Agency. 

Schippers said Percy ‘‘saw fit 
to hear only one side’ in the 
subcommittee hearing the 
senator held in Chicago last 
May. He said Percy initiated 
the hearings but did not ask the 
officers to testify. 

Percy, who was in Saginaw, 
Mich., responded to the ac- 
cusations in a statement 
released through his 
Washington office, 

“The comments about me by 
defense attorneys in Alton are 
false,” Percy declared, saying 
he proposed to set the record 
straight. 

Percy said he received in- 
formation last April and May on 
the Collinsville raid and advised 
then U.S. Atty. Gen. Elliott 


Richardson, who agreed that a 
special grand jury should be 
convened, This was,done and 
the jury handed up indictments 
based on probable cause. 

“A Senate Government 
Operations Committee sub- 
committee convened a hearing 
in Chicago, which I chaired, to 


“investigate the circumstances 


surrounding the drug raids,” 
Percy’s statement continued. 

“The victims testified under 
oath,” “Percy said. “I was in- 
formed by the Office of Drug 
Abuse Law Enforcement that 
the agents involved would not 
be able to testify because of the 
pending grand jury in- 
vestigation. Their superiors did 
appear but declined to comment 
on the charges.”” 

Percy himself disclosed last 
July 6 that top Justice Depart- 
ment officials would start a new 
grand jury investigation on July 
20 of possible ‘civil rights 
violations and obstruction of 
justice by agents in the 
Collinsville drug raids. 

He said then that the “initial 
investigation”’ indicated a need 
for an “extensive” grand jury 
investigation: He said he was 
“willing to assist however I 
can.” 

Before his own subcommittee 
hearings in Chicago last May 18, 
Percy said if news accounts of 
the drug raids were correct, it 
appeared there had been’ a 
“reprehensible miscarriage of 
justice’ and that a preliminary 
federal report suggested that 
“due process procedures were

Madigan entered a 
marked for history.

Madigan believes his service 
in the Illinois House steeled him 
for troubled times. He was 
former Gov. Richard Ogilivie’s 
floor leader on House bills. 

He handled 51 in his last year 
and 47 were enacted. 

One gave him trouble and 


proved fatal for Ogilivie’s re-~ 


election chances. That was the 
State income tax measure. 

“My attitude is, I’ve been 
through my own political crisis 
period,” Madigan said, 
recounting how he had sought to 
get re-election petition 
signatures 90 days after the tax 
enactment. 

“I couldn't get them,” he 
said. “My father and I finally 
had to go out and get them.

After the ‘acquittal of the 
one of the 
exonerated defendants at- 
tributed the indictment to 
pressure brought by Percy.

‘As a freshman, Madigan was 
quick to join the campaign 
reform movement. He was the 
third congressman to sign the 
bill authored by Republican 
Rep. John B. Anderson of Rock- 
ford and Rep. Morris Udall, 
Arigona Democrat. 

Madigan in late 1973 in- 
troduced his own oil and gas 
information bill, signing up 33 
co-sponsors ranging from the 
new House minority leader, 
John Rhodes, a conservative, to 
Rep. Robert F. Drinan, a liberal 
priest. . 

Thinking of the energy 
crunch, Madigan developed a 
bill to anticipate other shor- 
tages, such as in crucial metals.

Weight.of history 
in background of . 
impeachment issue.

The impeachment process 
goes back through 400 years of 
British parliamentary 
procedure and covers 200 years 
of American constitutional 

government. 

More than half a millenium of 
experience for the English- 
speaking peoples should invest 
the old and somber institution 
with a special aura, perhaps 
even awe. 

On Feb. 6, it will be recalled, 
the House of Representatives 
began writing a new chapter. 

Voting. 410 to 4, the House 
‘authorized and directed” it’s 
Committee on the Judiciary to 
investigate fully and completely 
whether sufficient grounds exist 
for the House of Represen- 
tatives to exercise its Con- 
Stitutional power to impeach 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
President of the United States.” 

The committee in due course 
must answer that question one 
way or another. 

While the 21 Democrats and 
17 Republicans on the com- 
mittee, and their majority and 
minority legal staffs, collect 
and weigh the facts, most at-, 
tention has been focused on the 
Watergate impact on the 
partisan fortunes of the mem- 
bers. . 
They clearly cannot close 
their minds to the political 
consequences of a yes or no vote 
on impeachment. But do they 
also feel the weight of history, a 
sense of awe, in the 
proceedings? 

Most emphatically they do, 
say two Mlinoisans on the 
committee, Rep. Robert C. 
McClory and Rep Tom 
Railsback. 

Both Republicans have the 
feeling that “historians are 
watching over my shoulder.” 

This acute sense of history, if 
it is a virtue common to all 
committee members, perhaps 
as much as anything may 
defuse any. future charges of 
partisanship. 

“I think it is terribly im- 
portant to Republicans to get 
Watergate behind us a long time 
before the election, and that is 
one of ny aims in trying to ex- 
pedite the: inquiry,” says 
McClory. 

“It will be detrimental to the 
country to end up with a one- 
party system.”" 

Is he trying, to put the -im- 
peachment ‘inquiry into 
historical perspective? 

“I certainly am,” McClory 


asserts, ‘From this standpoint, 
I wouldn’t consider any step 
that is inconsistent with my 
conscience. 2 

“1 Wouldn’t want my offspring 
to judge me in anything but a 
bright light.” . 

McClory senses that his 
colleagues are taking the same 
long view of the proceedings. 

Many conservative 
Republicans who “normally 
back the President right to the 
hilt” say he should be im- 
peached if the evidence 
warrants such a resolution by 
the House. 

To avoid even the appearance 
of partisanship, McClory says, 
he shuns any’ compromising 
relationship and“ does not ap- 
pear before any group that is 
identified as either pro-or anti- 
impeachment. 

“During the period of inquiry, 
all Republicans should avoid 
any posture of being other than 
impartial investigators.” 

Railsback says the 
President's standing is “way 
down” and that lack of stature 
with the public is “imputed to 
all Republicans, whether they 
had anything to do with it 
(Watergate) or not.” 

As a result of- Watergate, in 
his opinion, ‘the people tend to 
take out on you what they can't 
do with the President.” 

Despite his s of being a 
“‘man in the middle,” Railsback 
Proposes to let history judge his 
place in the impeachment 
inquiry. 

“This is a very historic oc- 


_ easion for all of us. We have an 


additional responsibility to do 
right.” 

Service on this particular 
Judiciary Committee con- 
ceivably could outweigh all the 
issues on which he has taken a 
firm and outspoken stand, says 
Railsback, citing as examples 
his specialities of juvenile 
delinquency and parole and 
prison reform, 

“There have only been 12 
impeachments in the history of 
the country. 

“We are dealing for the 
second time in history with a 
Presidential impeachment, 
using a seldom-employed 
Constitutional mechanism.” 

“We are going to be judged. 
I want to see it done in a very 
proper way so my children and 
grandchildren, when they read 
the history book, can see that 
what I did was done rationally 
and judicially. 

“Those who conduct them- 
selves in a partisan way will be 
so judged.””

Call Ralph Batch. He is a 
leading authority on state lot- 
tery operations. 

By mid-August Illinoisans 
will know exactly how tal- 
ented Batch is in this highly 

lized field. That's when 
the first Illinois lottery tickets 
are slated to go qn sale. 

And Batch has been hired 
by the state Department of 
Revenue to supervise the or- 
ganization of the legalized 
gambling operation here. 

He also isa prime candidate 
for the position of full-time Il- 
linois lottery chief. But that is 
a decision Gov. Daniel Walker 
will make at a later date. 

A soft-spoken man who 
fidgets nervously in the pres- 
ence of reporters, Batch is 
former director of the New 
Jersey lottery and currently 
serves-as chairman of the Na- 
tional Association of State 
Lotteries. 

He began working on the I- 
linois lottery in February ona 
part-time basis as a $150-a- 


day consultant. 

“Pm not exactly sure how I 
got into the lottery business,” 
Batch said recently. “But I 
like it. It kind of gets into your 
blood stream.” 

Batch, a former FBI agent, 
resigned from his job with the 
New Jersey Lottery on Jan. 15 
during a change in gubernato- 
rial administrations. He first 
went to work for the New Jer- 
sey operation in 1969 as a pub- 
lic member of an advisory 
committee which eventually 
proposed the lottery.

The Llinois lottery, ap- 
Proved by the General As- 
sembly last fall, becomes ef- 
fective July 1. But because of 
the complexity of implemen- 
tation, Batch. said the state 
won’t be creating overnight 
millionaires until the middle 
of August. 

Once in operation the lot- 
tery_is expected to generate 
some $60 million in prize mon- 
ey and a like amount for the 
State treasury annually. 5 

Batch said he favors 50 cent 
tickets and weekly drawings. 
He estimated that as many as 
six million tickets will be sold 
weekly in competition for 
prizes ranging from $25 to 
$50,000. And depending on the

Tickets could be purchased 
from any business that is reg- 
ulated under the state sales 
tax laws including taverns, 

stores and even gas 
Stations. Businesses that elect 
to sell lottery tickets probably 
would be allowed to keep a 
small percentage of the total 
take as profit. 

No person would be allowed 
to form a business for the sole 
purpose of selling tickets. 

Before approval, a number 
of lawmakers were concerned 
that a state lottery would be 
highly susceptible to fraud 
and infiltration by organized 
crime. 

But Batch says the system 
is practically foolproof. 

Of the eight states with op- 
erational lotteries, he said not 
a single case of administra- 
tive fraud has been reported. 
Batch also said built-in safe- 
guards, including computer 
cross checking, the use of ul- 


traviolet scanning devices 
and alkaline testing, make the 
successful alteration or dupli- 
cation of tickets nearly im- 
possible. 

In New Jersey, the lottery 
under Batch’s guidance gen- 
erated some $57 million for 
the state treasury and a simi- 
lar amount in prizes. . 

But even though Illinois has 
a larger population than New 
Jersey, Batch said it is not a 
good idea to project revenues 
on that basis. He pointed out 
that the New York lottery is 
expected to make less than 
New Jersey this year. 

However, Batch said Illi- 
nois is expected to receive a 
substantial amount of money 
from lottery tickets pur- 
chased by out of state resi- 
dents. He predicted that out- 
of-state tickets sales will ap- 
proach about 10per cent of the 
total. 

The biggest problem expe- 
rienced by operational lot- 
teries, said Batch, is not ad- 
ministrative — but legal. He

5. Promote the establishment 
by the federal government of a 
coal resource, research and 
development center, and other 
federal energy projects in 
Illinois, and search for ad- 
ditional or other means of using 
Illinois coal to meet Ilinois 
energy needs with due attention

Also taken were three air 
guns, a box of assorted tools, a 
floor jack, dwell meter, battery 
charger, jack stands, an 
electric drill, timing light, 
electric grinder and a box of 
heavy duty truck tools. No 
estimate of value was given. 








Action program outlined by 
State Teachers’ Federation 


Officials of the MWlinois 
Federation of Teachers, AFL- 
CIO, were directed by the 1974 
convention of the statewide 
union to initiate action on a 
broad range of problems af- 
fecting teachers and on many 
social and economic issues. 

The executive director of the 
IFT, Oscar Weil, says, ‘The 
action program adopted by the 
convention appears massive in 
scope to those of us who must 
lead the organization, But the 
most notable thing is the 
commitment of the teachers to 
militant action against in- 
adequacies of the schools and 
colleges and injustices in the 
Political and economic 
system.” 

Many of the delegates were 
teachers who have suffered 
fines and jail sentences for 
engaging in strikes that judges 
and politicians considered 
illegal, he said. “It is a source of 
inspiration,” Weil added, ‘‘to 
have teachers who have been 
unjustly punished by the courts 
demanding that their union 
expand its program of militant 
action,”” 

“T hope it is clear to political 
leaders in Illinois, as it is to IFT 
officials, that teachers expect 
action to solve problems and not 
promises and double-talk from 
politicians who control our 
fates. Our members demand 
that we identify and reward our 
political friends and that ways 
be found to punish our 
enemies.” 

The IFT has launched a 
committee on ___ political 
education supported by con- 
tributions from members and 
local unions. Major priorities in 
the program, directed by the 
IFT’s convention, include: 

1. Initiation of a committee 
from organizations represen- 
ting teachers’ unions, parents, 
labor and other statewide 
groups who support schools to 
get “full funding” of the state 
aid program for public schools 
— to obtain $70 million more 
than has been recommended by 
Governor Walker. 

2. The right to strike for 
teachers, and to _ protect 
teachers from being fined and 
jailed for peaceful picketing 
and other union activities. 

3. Full state support of 
junior colleges as provided by 
law in order to make college 
education available for all 
students in local two-year 
community colleges. 

4. Action by Walker to ob-

5. Passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment by the 
General Assembly. 

6. Full funding of teacher 
pension systems; payment by 
the state of a $21 billion debt to 
the teachers’ pension system 
Gov. Walker reduced last year’s 
state contribution for teachers’ 
pensions by $100 million, it is 
contended. 

7. Full payment by the state 
for Special education programs 
for physically and mentally 
handicapped children. 

8. Establishment of a 
graduated income tax to 
provide money needed for 
education and other state 


services. 

9. Child-care centers for 
children of working mothers at 
all educational institutions. 

10. Revision of school 
curricula so that all youth are 
prepared for gainful em- 
ployment. 

11. Support for farm workers’ 
unions by boycotting grapes, 
lettuce and certain wines. 

12. Full college credit 
approved labor education 
programs at community 
colleges and universities, “to 
place such labor education 
programs on a basis of equality 
with other college programs.” 

The convention was attended 
by 350 representatives from 
local unions of the IFT, which 
represents 45,000 Illinois 
teachers. Addresses were given 
by Dr. Michael J. Bakalis, state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction, Alan J. Dixon, Illinois 
state treasurer, and State 
Senators Kenneth Hall of East 
St. Louis and Sam Vadalabene 
of Edwardsville.
